processing  establishments;  (3)  the  quantities  of  crude  and 
refined  vegetable  oils  used  and  held  by  the  manufacturers 
of  vegetable  shortenings,  lard  compound,  oleomargarine, 
soap,  and  other  principal  products  using  large  quantities  of 
vegetable  oils;  (4)  the  quantities  of  crude  and  refined 
vegetable  oils  held  in  warehouses  and  in  transit  to  consum¬ 
ing  establishments;  (5)  the  quantities  of  crude  and  refined 
vegetable  oils  imported  and  exported;  and  (6)  the  quantities 
of  brewers’  and  distillers’  dried  grains  produced,  shipped  out, 
and  held  at  breweries,  distilleries,  and  related  establishments. 

“Sec.  2.  The  inquiries,  and  the  number,  form,  and  sub¬ 
divisions  thereof  for  the  censuses  and  surveys  provided  for 
in  this  Act,  shall  be  determined  b}^  the  Director  of  the 
Census,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce.

seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels  manufactured,  shipped  out,  and 
on  hand  at  oil  mills  and  processing  establishments;  (C) 
crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or  kind,  used 
by  class  of  product  and  held  by  manufacturers  of  vegeta¬ 
ble  shortening,  margarine,  soap,  and  other  principal 
products  using  large  quantities  of  vegetable  oils;  (I)) 
crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or  kind,  held 
in  warehouses  and  in  transit  to  consuming  establish¬ 
ments  ; 

“(2)  the  quantities,  by  types  or  kinds,  of  (A) 
animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases  produced;  (B)  animal 
fats  and  oils  and  greases  shipped  and  held  by  producers; 
(C)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine 
mammal  oils  used  by  class  of  product  and  held  by  manu¬ 
facturers  of  shortening,  margarine,  soap,  and  other 
principal  products  which  require  the  use  of  large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine 
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mammal  oils;  (D)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish 
and  marine  mammal  oils  held  in  warehouses,  cold 
storage,  and  in  transit  to  consuming  establishments. 
“(h)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  he  construed  to 
require  the  Director  to  collect,  more  frequently  than  he 
deems  necessary  to  provide  reliable  statistical  reports,  in¬ 
formation  from  any  person  who  produces,  holds,  or  consumes 
fats  and  oils  in  inconsequential  quantities. 

“Sec.  2.  The  inquiries,  and  the  number,  form,  and  sub¬ 
divisions  thereof  for  the  censuses  and  surveys  provided  for  in 
this  Act,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Director  of  the  Census, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

“Sec.  3.  All  information  furnished  to  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  by  any  individual  establishment  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Act  shall  be  considered  as  strictly  confidential 

and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  statistical  purposes  for  which

it  is  furnished,  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 
Any  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  who,  without  the 
written  authority  of  the  Director  of  the  Census,  shall  publish 
or  communicate  any  information  given  into  his  possession 
by  reason  of  his  employment  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

“Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  owner,  official. 
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agent,  or  person  in  charge  of  any  mill,  or  of  any  manu¬ 
facturing  or  wholesale  establishment  or  warehouse,  or  cold 
storage  establishment,  when  requested  by  the  Director  ot  the 
Census  or  by  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
acting  under  instructions  of  said  Director,  to  answer  cor¬ 
rectly,  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  all  questions  of  the  census 
schedules  submitted  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
Any  owner,  official,  agent,  or  person  in  charge  of  any  mill, 
or  of  any  manufacturing  or  wholesale  establishment  or  ware- 
house,  or  cold-storage  establishment,  who  shall  refuse  or 
willfully  neglect  to  answer  any  questions  of  the  census 
schedules  submitted  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
or  shall  willfully  answer  any  such  questions  falsely  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000.  The  request  of  the  Director 
of  the  Census  may  be  made  by  registered  mail,  by  telegraph, 
bv  visiting  representative,  or  by  one  or  more  of  these,  and 
if  made  by  registered  mail  or  by  telegraph  the  return  receipt 
therefor  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  official  request. 

“Sec.  5.  The  Director  of  the  Census  shall  not  by  this 
Act  be  restricted  or  limited  from  collecting  and  publishing 
under  the  general  authority  of  the  Bureau  such  statistics  on 
fats  and  oils  or  products  thereof  not  specifically  herein  re¬ 
quired  as  is  deemed  to  be  in  the  public  interest.

The  Committee  on  Civil  Service,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  1497)  to  amend  the  act  entitled  “An  Act  authorizing  the  Director 
of  the  Census  to  collect  and  publish  statistics  of  cottonseed  and  cotton¬ 
seed  products,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  August  7,  1916, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  with  an  amend¬ 
ment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as  amended  do  pass. 

GENERAL  statement 

The  intent  of  S.  1497  is  to  provide  greater  completeness  and  uni¬ 
formity  in  the  collection  and  distribution  of  statistical  data  on  cotton¬ 
seed  and  cottonseed  products,  vegetable  fats  and  oils  as  well  as  animal 
fats  and  oils  and  greases,  and  fish  and  marine  mammal  oils  imported 
and  exported,  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  industries  concerned  with  producing,  processing,  and  dis¬ 
tributing  these  basic  commodities  have  operated  for  years  under  a 
cloud  of  uncertainty  as  to  sources  of  inventories  and  other  factors 
which  have  caused  doubts  and  confusion  at  a  time  when  every  effort 
possible  should  have  been  made  toward  stabilizing  every  part  of  such 
important  industries.  It  has  been  evident  that  those  in  the  fats-and- 
oils  industries  have  been  anything  but  sure  of  the  facts,  leaving  them 
highly  doubtful  as  to  what  methods  of  procedure  to  pursue.  Every 
avenue  of  action  has  necessarily  been  on  a  tentative  and  temporary 
basis.  There  are  concerns  which  have  wondered  whether  they  should 
even  attempt  to  continue  along  their  present  course  in  the  absence 
of  fundamental  data  and  related  statistics. 
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STATISTICS  OF  COTTONSEED  AND  PRODUCTS 


The  stabilization  of  the  entire  trade  must  be  had  before  anything 
conclusive  can  be  arrived  at  as  to  outlets  for  expansion  and  stabiliza¬ 
tion  of  markets  and  other  pertinent  elements  which  compose  the 
industry  at  large. 

It  is  well  to  recognize  that  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  desires  to  deal 
in  basic  statistics  which  can  become  the  purview  for  proceeding  in 
many  directions.  Further,  that  only  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  is 
equipped  and  capable  to  do  this  job.  There  is  a  great  necessity  for 
closing  the  statistical  gaps  in  the  fats-and-oils  industry  and  to  provide 
the  statistical  wherewithal  for  encouraging  new  lines  of  activity  and 
the  introduction- of  new  types  of  commodities. 

The  present  annual  value  of  fats  and  oils  produced  and  processed  in 
this  country  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  $3,000,000,000.  During 
the  war,  according  to  Acting  Secretary  of  Commerce,  William  C. 
Foster,  reports  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  began  and  became  com¬ 
pulsory  under  War  Food  Administration  Order  42.  Such  reports 
were  released  on  a  monthly  and  quarterly  basis,  but  since  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  and  the  expiration  of  the  order,  such  reports  have  been 
continued  only  on  a  voluntary  basis  as  a  result  of  their  importance  to 
industry,  there  is  a  question,  however,  as  to  how  long  this  service 
could  be  maintained  without  specific  authority  and  funds.  Mr. 
Foster  also  added: 

In  the  fast-moving  field  of  fats  and  oils,  this  current  information  is  highly 
necessary  for  stable  market  conditions.  The  monthly  reports  are  awaited  with 
great  interest  by  the  trade  as  a  guide  in  their  buying  and  selling  operations.  As 
this  country  moved  from  a  period  of  shortage  to  one  of  surplus  these  reports  will 
be  of  increasing  importance. 

For  the  small  amount  of  investment  involved  in  compiling  and  dis¬ 
tributing  the  necessary  data  there  has  been  no  adverse  criticism. 
This  speculation  in  the  dark  has  caused  processors  and  users  of  these 
products  to  pay  exorbitant  prices,  and  this  can  best  be  avoided 
through  supplying  full  information  through  the  statistical  agency 
best  equipped  to  clo  the  job. 

The  committee  amendment  appearing  in  section  4  is  designed  to 
clarify  the  meaning  of  the  penalty  provision  and  to  specify  that  any 
evasion  or  avoidance  of  the  act  shall  be  so  deemed  only  when  willfully 
done.

AMENDING  THE  ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  DIRECTOR  OF 
THE  CENSUS  TO  COLLECT  AND  PUBLISH  STATISTICS 
OF  COTTONSEED  AND  COTTONSEED  PRODUCTS

Mr.  Hagen,  from  the  Committee  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service, 

submitted  the  following 

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  4109] 

The  Committee  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  (H.  R.  4109)  to  amend  the  act  entitled  “An  act 
authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Census  to  collect  and  publish  statistics 
of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products,  and  for  other  purposes,” 
approved  August  7,  1916,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favor¬ 
ably  thereon  with  amendments  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as 
amended  do  pass. 

The  amendments  are  as  follows: 

(а)  On  page  4,  line  3,  before  the  word  “when”  insert  the  following: 
“engaged  in  the  activities  set  forth  in  subsection  (a)  of  section  1, 

and”. 

(б)  On  page  4,  line  10,  before  the  word  “who”  insert  the  following: 
“engaged  in  the  activities  set  forth  in  subsection  (a)  of  section  1,  and”. 

The  purpose  of  amendments  (a)  and  ( b )  is  to  assure  that  only  those 
persons  engaged  in  the  activities  covered  in  subsection  (a)  of  section  1 
of  the  bill  will  be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  in  the  bill. 

STATEMENT 

The  committee  held  an  open  hearing  on  this  legislation  at  which 
time  representatives  of  the  principal  industries  which  would  be  directly 
affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  bill  were  heard.  They  all  testified 
in  favor  of  enactment  of  the  bill  and  no  opposition  to  its  enactment 
appears  to  exist. 

In  summary,  H.  R.  4109  would  amend  the  act  of  August  7,  1916 
so  as  to  assure  that  there  will  be  available  prompt  and  complete 
reports  on  stocks,  production,  and  consumption  of  all  of  the  closely 
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related  primary  fats  and  oils  rather  than  cottonseed  oil  alone  to  which 
the  act  of  August  7,  1916  is  limited. 

The  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products  act  of  1916  dealt  with  a 
situation  which  existed  more  than  30  years  ago  when  the  fats  and 
oils  market  was  dominated  by  cottonseed  oil.  Since  then  there  has 
been  the  development  of  many  new  oils  and  a  greatly  increased  de¬ 
mand  for  oils.  For  example,  soybean  oil  which  was  of  negligible 
importance  when  the  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products  act  was 
passed  has  increased  in  importance  to  the  point  where  production  in 
1946  was  50  percent  greater  than  the  production  of  cottonseed  oil. 

Thus,  while  the  act  of  August  7,  1916,  requires  the  filing  of  reports 
with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  which,  when  compiled  and  published, 
brings  into  sharp  focus  the  market  situation  which  exists  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products,  no  such  requirement 
applies  to  the  other  primary  fats  and  oils. 

The  testimony  heard  by  the  committee  indicates  that  there  is  a 
widespread  need  for  reliable  information  concerning  all  fats  and  oils 
rather  than  just  the  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products.  There  is 
ample  evidence  that  the  data  now  published  are  widely  and  wisely 
used  both  in  industry  and  in  Government.  Among  both  large  and 
small  manufacturers,  production  and  marketing  schedules  for  products 
such  as  shortening,  margarine,  cooking  and  salad  oils,  soap,  and  paint 
must  be  made  well  in  advance  of  actual  operations.  Such  plans  can  be 
made  only  in  the  light  of  full  knowledge  of  the  availability  of  the  neces¬ 
sary  raw  materials,  e.  g.,  fats  and  oils.  Without  such  information 
manufacturers  would  be  forced  to  rely  on  guesses  as  to  the  available 
supplies.  Such  guesses  are  apt  to  be  costly.  The  farmer  also  has  a 
direct  interest  in  adequate  information  on  fats  and  oils  which  are 
derived  principally  from  vegetable  seeds  or  livestock.  Census  Bureau 
statistics  are  widely  quoted  in  farm  journals  and  are  extensively  used 
by  farm  organizations  and  cooperatives  in  advising  farmers  in  the 
production  and  marketing  of  the  products. 

Without  accurate  information  on  supplies,  price  fluctuations  would 
be  even  wider  and  more  erratic  than  they  are  now.  These  find  their 
basis  in  bad  guesses  made  by  individuals  in  the  absence  of  reliable 
statistical  information  concerning  production,  stocks  and  consump¬ 
tion.  Financial  losses  resulting  from  such  bad  guesses  are  a  burden 
on  the  entire  economy. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  regularly  publishes  statistics  concerning 
cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products  within  2  weeks  after  the  close  of 
the  month.  Statistics  for  other  fats  and  oils,  for  which  there  are  no 
mandatory  reporting  provisions,  however,  are  not  released  by  the 
Bureau  until  about  4  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  month.  Thus,  each 
month  the  economic  situation  with  reference  to  cottonseed  and  cotton¬ 
seed  products  becomes  common  knowledge  some  2  weeks  before 
similar  information  for  competing  products  is  publicly  available. 
Furthermore,  voluntary  collection  is  more  costly,  since  it  involves 
considerable  expenditures  for  telegrams,  telephone,  and  additional 
mail.  It  also  is  less  dependable,  and  without  legislation  of  this  type 
there  is  no  assurance  that  the  standards  attained  under  the  mandatory 
reporting  required  by  War  Food  Administration  orders  rescinded  in 
October  1946  can  be  maintained.  H.  R.  4109  will  make  it  possible1 
to  issue  statistical  information  on  all  fats  and  oils  simultaneously. 

The  Secretary  of  Commerce  has  submitted  a  favorable  report  on 
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this  legislation  and  the  Director  of  the  Census  has  submitted  a  sup¬ 
plemental  statement  covering  the  cost  of  the  bill  which  is  as  follows:

My  Dear  Mr.  Hagen:  There  is  submitted  below  a  statement  concerning  the 
cost  of  providing  the  statistics  required  by  H.  R.  3895.  This  is  the  information 
which  you  requested  in  the  course  of  the  hearings  on  this  bill  held  by  the  sub¬ 
committee  of  the  House  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service  Committee  on  Wednesday, 
July  2,  1947. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  providing  the  statistics  required  under  H.  R.  3895 
would  be  $84,750.  This  amount  compares  with  $56,500  actually  expended  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  fiscal  1947  in  compiling  fats  and  oils  statistics,  of 
which  $24,500  was  reimbursed  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.  The  Bureau  has  set  aside  $32,000  for  the  collection  of  fats  and 
oils  statistics  in  fiscal  1948  so  that  an  additional  $52,750  would  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  H.  R.  3895  if  that  bill  were  enacted  in  its  present  form. 
It  is  estimated,  however,  that  only  $25,000  more  than  the  funds  already  available 
would  be  needed  if  the  bill  were  altered  to  permit  the  Director  to  exercise  adminis¬ 
trative  discretion  in  the  frequency  with  which  reports  were  collected  from  small 
producers,  holders,  or  consumers  of  fats  and  oils. 

The  cost  of  collecting  statistics  on  secondary  fats  and  oils  was  approximately 
$4,000  in  fiscal  1947.  This  expenditure  not  only  provided  valuable  information 
on  secondary  fats  and  oils,  but  also  facilitated  the  compilation  of  more  reliable 
data  on  primary  fats  and  oils  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case.  For 
example,  the  consumption  of  cottonseed  oil  can  be  checked  more  accurately  when 
related  to  the  corresponding  production  of  hydrogenated  edible  oil.

In  view  of  the  foregoing  statement  concerning  H.  R.  3895,  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  recommended  the  bill,  H.  R.  4109,  which  this  report  ac¬ 
companies  and  which  conforms  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Director  of 
the  Census.  This  amendment  reduces  the  additional  cost  of  H.  R. 
4109  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  to  approximately  $25,000. 

The  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  act  of  August  7,  1916,  which  act 
this  bill  amends,  are  not  continued  since  the  statistics  which  were 
collected  under  the  authority  of  that  section  are  now  collected  monthly 
under  the  authority  of  the  act  of  April  2,  1924  (43  Stat.  31). 


CHANGES  IN  EXISTING  LAW

facturers  of  compound  lard,  butterine,  oleomargarine,  and  soap,  and  by  brokers, 
exporters,  and  warehousemen,  engaged  in  handling  crude  and  refined  cottonseed 
oil,  and  the  quantity  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products  imported  and 
exported:  Provided,  That  the  cost  of  the  collection  and  publication  of  the  statistics 
herein  provided  for  shall  not  exceed  $10,000  per  annum.] 
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That  (a)  the  Director  of  the  Census  is  authorized  and  directed  to  collect,  collate, 
and  publish  monthly  statistics  concerning — 

( 1 )  the  quantities  of  ( A )  cottonseed,  soybeans,  peanuts,  flaxseed,  corn  germs, 
copra,  sesame  seed,  babassu  nuts  and  kernels,  and  other  oilseeds,  nuts,  and 
kernels  received,  crushed,  and  on  hand  at  oil  mills;  ( B )  crude  and  refined  oils, 
cakes,  and  meals,  and  other  primary  products,  by  type  or  kind,  of  the  above- 
mentioned  seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels  manufactured,  shipped  out,  and  on  hand 
at  oil  mills  and  processing  establishments;  (C)  crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils, 
by  type  or  kind,  used  by  class  of  product  and  held  by  manufacturers  of  vegetable 
shortening,  margarine,  soap,  and  other  principal  products  using  large  quantities 
of  vegetable  oils;  (D)  crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or  kind,  held  in 
warehouses  and  in  transit  to  consuming  establishments; 

(2)  the  quantities,  by  types  or  kinds,  of  (A)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases 
produced;  ( B )  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases  shipped  and  held  by  producers; 
(C)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal  oils  used  by  class 
of  product  and  held  by  manufacturers  of  shortening,  margarine,  soap,  and  other 
principal  products  which  require  the  use  of  large  quantities  of  animal  fats  and 
oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal  oils;  (I))  animal  fats  and  oils  and 
greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal  oils  held  in  warehouses,  cold  storage,  and  in 
transit  to  consuming  establishments. 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  require  the  Director  to  collect,  more 
frequently  than  he  deems  necessary  to  provide  reliable  statistical  reports,  information 
from  any  person  who  produces,  holds,  or  consumes  fats  and  oils  in  inconsequential 
quantities. 

Sec.  2.  The  inquiries,  and  the  number,  form,  and  subdivisions  thereof  for  the 
censuses  and  surveys  provided  for  in  this  Act,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Director  of 
the  Census,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

[Sec.  2.  That  the]  Sec.  3.  All  information  furnished  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
by  any  individual  establishment  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  strictly  confidential  and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  statistical  [purpose] 
purposes  for  which  it  is  [supplied.]  furnished,  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose.  Any  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  who,  without  the  written 
authority  of  the  Director  of  the  Census,  shall  publish  or  communicate  any  in¬ 
formation  given  into  his  possession  by  reason  of  his  employment  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000  [,]  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both.

This  is  a  bill  to  continue  the  Rent 
Control  Act  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
for  a  period  of  3  mojaths.  I  am  about 
to  offer  an  amendment,  after  the 
amendment  of  the  Senator  from  Louisi¬ 
ana  is  disposed  of/ which  will  correct  a 
technical  error  hi  the  bill  as  printed. 

As  printed,  th^bill  would  indicate  that 
this  is  an  extension  of  the  Rent  Control 
Act  for  1  yeapf  It  is  merely  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  rent  Control  from  the  31st  of 
December  of  this  year  to  the  31st  of 
March,  194$,  in  order  that  the  Congress 
may  havef  an  opportunity  during  the 
early  part'  of  next  session  to  determine 
what  itjwishes  to  do  about  rent  control 
in  the  jpistrict  of  Columbia. 

Unlace  the  National  Rent  Control  Act, 
the  fteparate  act  which  governs  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  will  expire  next  De¬ 
cember.  The  Congress  may  not  be  here, 
and  there  may  be  a  continuing  emer¬ 
gency  which  should  be  met.  The  com- 
ittee  has  felt  that  we  should  merely 
Continue  the  act  as  it  is  until  that  time. 
There  were  many  desirable  amendments 
offered  to  the  Act  which  the  committee 
Wanted  to  consider,  but  inasmuch  as  it 
was  merely  extended  for  a  few  months, 
and  inasmuch  as  any  amendments  made 
to  the  existing  act  might  perhaps  result 
in  the  defeat  of  its  extension,  it  was 
the  unanimous  decision  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  '|he  District  of  Columbia  to  ask 
for  passage  of  the  bill  without  amend¬ 
ment.  \ 

What  I  said  to  the  Senator  from  Loui¬ 
siana  [Mr.  Overton]  was  that  I  certainly 
had  no  objection  to  the  substance  of  his 
amendment,  but  in  carrying  out  what  I 
knew  to  be  thd  policy  of  the  Committee 
on  the  District  of  Columbia  I  would  have 
to  ask  that  the  amendment  be  rejected, 
because  I  believe  its  passage  would  effec¬ 
tively  kill  any  chance  of  getting  the  3 
months’  extension  which  seems  so  desir¬ 
able.  v

Mr.  RUSSELL.  Mr.  President,  I  should 
■  like  to  ask  a  question  or  two.  I  notice  the 
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bill  deals  with  the  collection  of  statistics 
on  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products. 
Does  the  bill  in  any  way  curtail  the  serv¬ 
ice  afforded  to  the  farmer? 

Mr.  HAWKES.  It  in  no  way  disturbs 
the  situation  to  which  the  Senator  re¬ 
fers.  It  provides  for  the  collecting  of 
facts  regarding  fats  and  oils  in  order 
that  the  people  of  the  United  States  may 
buy  fats  and  oils,  which  are  valued  at 
about  $3,000,000,000  a  year,  and  will 
know,  just  as  they  have  been  knowing 
under  the  War  Foods  Administration 
Order  No.  42,  what  the  supply  is  and  can 
govern  themselves  accordingly.  In  my 
opinion,  it  will  save  a  great  deal  of  money 
to  consumers  of  soap  and  other  products 
which  involve  fats  and  oils. 

Mr.  RUSSELL.  Mr.  President,  I 
should  like  to  know  what  the  Committee 
on  the  Civil  Service  has  to  do  with  the 
bill.  It  seems  to  me  it  should  have  been 
considered  by  the  Committee  on  Agri¬ 
culture  and  Forestry. 

Mr.  HAWKES.  I  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  bill’s  being  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Civil  Service.

DISPOSITION  OP  INTERNAL-REVENUE 

COLLECTIONS  ON  VIRGIN  ISLANDS 

PRODUCTS 

The  bill  (S.  1014)  to  provide  for  the 
disposition  of  internal-revenue  collec¬ 
tions  on  articles  produced  in  the  Virgin 
Islands,  was  announced  as  next  in  order. 

Mr.  BALL.  Mr.  President,  may  we 
have  an  explanation  of  that  bill? 

Mr.  MILLIKIN.  Mr.  President,  prior 
to  the  independence  of  Puerto  Rico  and 
the  Philippines  we  allowed  them  to  have 
the  use  of  the  moneys  which  were  col¬ 
lected  as  taxes  on  goods  consigned  from 
those  islands  to  the  United  States.  This 
bill  would  extend  the  same  privilege  to 
the  Virgin  Islands,  except  that  we  have 
put  a  limitation  by  committee  amend¬ 
ment,  of  $500,000  a  year.  If,  the  taxes 
collected  under  our  internal-revenue 
laws  on  Virgin  Island  articles  and  which 
are  transported  to  the  United  States  ex¬ 
ceed '$500,000  in  any  year  the  payment 
by  us  on  this  amount  to  the  Virgin 
Islands  shall  be  $500,000. 

Mr.  TYDINGS.  Mr.  President,  -will 
the  Senator  yield? 

Mr.  MILLIKIN.  I  yield. 

Mr.  TYDINGS.  The  effect  of  this  bill, 
as  I  understand,  is  to  give  certain  mon- ; 
eys,  which  otherwise  would  come  to  the 
Federal  Treasury,  directly  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Virgin  Islands? 

Mr.  MILLIKIN.  Let  me  put  it  con¬ 
cretely.  The  Virgin  Islands,  for  example, 
export  a  great  amount  of  rum  tp  this 
country  on  which  a  large  tax  is  collected 
by  us.  We  allow  by  this  bill  the  payment 
back  to  the  Virgin  Islands  of  up  £o  $500,- 
000  of  such  taxes  for  use  in  the  Virgin 
Islands,  under  the  control  of  their  own 
legislature,  for  their  internal  business. 

Mr.  TYDINGS.  But  the  point  I  make 
is  that  normally  those  taxes  would  go  to 
the  Federal  Treasury?  / 

Mr.  MILLIKIN.  Yes.  , 

Mr.  TYDINGS.  We  let  them  keep  all 
their  income  taxes  and  all  their  tariff 
duties  and  all  their  excise  taxes  on  to¬ 
bacco  and  rum,  without  requiring  the 
usual  procedure  of  having  all  those  mon¬ 
eys  go  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  and  then, making  appropriations 
to  Puerto  Rico,  i 

I  do  not  know  that  I  shall  oppose  this 
measure,  but  fbr  the  moment  I  ask  the 
able  Senator  to  let  it  go  over  until  I  can 
consider  it  jk  little  further,  because  I 
question  whether  we  should  not  have  a 
better  and,a  revised  policy  in  dealing  with 
these  outlying  possessions. 

Mr.  T-AFT.  Mr.  President,  ‘will  the 
Senato/yield? 

Mr.  TYDINGS.  I  yield. 

Mr/ TAFT.  I  may  say  that  I  have  al¬ 
ways  disapproved  of  the  theory  or  prin¬ 
ciple  by  which  Puerto  Rico  was  allowed 
to  retain  these  taxes.  But  the  amend¬ 
ments  which  were  proposed  were  usually 
limitation  amendments. 


In  this  measure  we  have  limited  /ie 
amount  which  may  be  retained;  we  have 
provided  that  the  amount  to  be  retained 
shall  be  limited  to  $500,000  a  yeahf  My 
understanding  is  that  the  taxes  in/Puerto 
Rico  reached  the  sum  of  approximately 
$50,000,000  a  year.  I  objected  to  giving 
them  taxes  in  that  amount.  / 

But  it  seems  to  me  that  $50pl;000  a  year 
for  the  Virgin  Islands  is  not  an  unreason¬ 
able  §um,  and  represents  ./therefore,  a 
much  milder  policy  than ‘the  one  now 
adopted  in  regard  to  FufcrjforRico, 

If  we  change  the  Puerto  Rican  policy, 

I  would  be  in  favor, of  changing  this  one, 
whatever  we  work  oulg 

Mr.  TYDINGS;"  T  '  understand  that 
these  are  excise  taxes  levied  on  liquor. 

Mr.  TAFT.  That  is  correct;  this  rep¬ 
resents  the  $9  tax  on  rum,  which  in  the 
long  run  is  paid,  in  effect,  by  the  people 
of  the  United  States  who  buy  the  rum; 
and  in  that  cofmection  Puerto  Rico  has 
gotten  the  tremendous  sum  of  $50,000,- 
000  a  year.  That  amount  is  now  decreas¬ 
ing,  but  it  should  be  limited. 

In  this  measure  we  have  limited  the 
amount  to  be  retained  to  an  annual  sum 
of  $500,000.  By  doing  that,  I  think  we 
shall  avoid  the  necessity  of  making  defi¬ 
cit  contributions  to  the  economy  of  the 
Virgin  Islands;  and  I  think  the  bill  rep¬ 
resents  a  reasonable  compromise  in  re¬ 
gard  to  a  method  of  financing  our  con¬ 
tributions. 

Mr.  TYDINGS.  Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  objecting  to  the  bill  or  opposing  it, 
but  I  should  like  to  study  it  further, 
because  if  we  make  these  contributions 
without  having  the  benefit  of  any  an¬ 
nouncement  from  our  own  Appropria¬ 
tions  Committee,  then  when  we  are  later 
asked  to  make  appropriations  through 
the  Appropriations  Committee,  we  may, 
as  we  frequently  find  to  be  the  case,  lose 
sight  of  what  we  have  already  done. 
So  I  should  like  to  have  an  opportunity 
to  study  this  matter. 

Mr.  ,  BUTLER.  Mr.  President,  the 
$500,000  covered  in  this  proposal  is  $20 
per  capita  for  the  Virgin  Islands. 

The  PRESIDENT  pro  tempore.  Ob¬ 
jection  being  made,  the  bill  will  be 
passed  over.

Yoneko  Nakazawa,  who  was  admitted  to  the 
United  States  on  May  16,  1930,  as  the  minor 
child  of  a  treaty  trader,  is  hereby  declared 
to  have  been  lawfully  admitted  to  the  United 
States  for  permanent  residence. 

Sec.  2.  The  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cancel 
all  outstanding  deportation  proceedings  in 
respect  to  the  said  Mrs.  Yoneko  Nakazawa. 
Upon  the  enactment  of  this  act  the  Secretary 
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\of  State  shall  instruct  the  proper  quota-con- 
eontrol  officer  to  deduct  one  number  from 
the  quota  for  the  Japanase  of  the  first  year 
thak  said  quota  is  available.

Mr.  President,  sincere 
objection  was  made  by  me,  I  have  talkfed 
to  various  persons  who  are  interested  irk 
the  passage  of  this  bill.  When  I  made  S 
the  objection,  I  stated  that  it  seemed 
to  me  that  in  fairness  to  other  organiza¬ 
tions  which  have  made  similar  applica¬ 
tions,  all  such  applications  should  be 
considered.  I  have  been  assured  by  the 
members  of  the  subcommittee  and  by 
other  Senators  who  have  these  applica¬ 
tions  before  them  that  prompt  action 
will  be  taken  on  the  other  applications.

I  am  interested  in  the  organi¬ 
zation  because  it  is  exclusively  for  vet¬ 
erans. 

Mr.  KILGORE.  There  is  a  parallel 
between  it  and  the  American  Legion,  the 
organization  of  the  veterans  of  World 
War  I. 

Mr.  LODGE.  Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  ask  the  Senator  from  Missouri 
whether  the  Franco-American  veterans’ 
organization  also  has  an  incorporation 
application  bill  before  the  committee?

STATISTICS  OP  COTTONSEED'  AND 

COTTONSEED  PRODUCTS 


Mr.  HAWKES.  Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  for  the  present  con¬ 
sideration  of  Senate  bill  1497,  Calendar 
No.  494,  to  which  I  understand  the  Sen¬ 
ator  from  New  Mexico  has  objected. 
Let  me  ask  whether  I  am  correct  in 
understanding  that  the  Senator  from 
New  Mexico  now  is  withdrawing  his 
objection  to  the  bill. 

Mr.  CHAVEZ.  Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  object  to  the  bill.

I  products,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved 
August  7,  1916  (39  Stat.  436;  U.  S.  C.,  title  13, 
secs.  81  to  84,  inclusive) ,  is  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

“That  (a)  the  Director  of  the  Census  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  collect,  collate, 
and  publish  monthly  statistics  concerning — 
“(1)  the  quantities  of  (A)  cottonseed,  soy¬ 
beans,  peanuts,  flaxseed,  corn  germs,  copra, 
sesame  seed,  babassu  nuts  and  kernels,  and 

(other  oilseeds,  nuts,  and  kernels  received, 
•  crushed,  and  on  hand  at  oil  mills;  (B)  crude 
and  refined  oils,  cakes,  and  meals,  and  other 
primary  products,  by  type  or  kind,  of  the 
above-mentioned  seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels 
manufactured,  shipped  out,  and  on  hand  at 
oil  mills  and  processing  establishments;  (C) 
crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or 
kind,  used  by  class  of  product  and  held  by 


manufacturers  of  vegetable  shortening, 
margarine,  soap,  and  other  principal  products 
using  large  quantities  of  vegetable  oils;  (D) 
crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or 
kind,  held  in  warehouses  and  in  transit  to 
consuming  establishments; 

,  “(2)  the  quantities,  by  types  or  kinds,  of 
(A)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases  pro¬ 
duced;  (B)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases 
shipped  and  held  by  producers;  (C)  animal 
fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine 
mammal  oils  used  by  class  of  product  and 
held  by  manufacturers  of  shortening,  marga¬ 
rine,  soap,  and  other  principal  products  which 
require  the  use  of  large  quantities  of  animal 
fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine 
mammal  oils;  (D)  animal  fats  and  oils  and 
greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal  oils  held  in 
warehouses,  cold  storage,  and  in  transit  to 
consuming  establishments. 

“(b)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  require  the  Director  to  collect,  more 
frequently  than  he  deems  necessary  to  pro¬ 
vide  reliable  statistical  reports,  information 
from  any  person  who  produces,  holds,  or  con¬ 
sumes  fats  and  oils  in  inconsequential  quan¬ 
tities.  * 

“Sec.  2.  The  inquiries,  and  the  number, 
form,  and  subdivisions  thereof  for  the  cen¬ 
suses  and  surveys  provided  for  in  this  act, 
shal  be  determined  by  the  Director  of  the 
Census,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce. 

“Sec.  3.  All  information  furnished  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  by  any  individual  es¬ 
tablishment  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  considered  as  strictly  confidential 
and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  statistical  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  it  is  furnished,  and  shall  not 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  Any  em¬

primary  products,  by  type  or  kind,  of  the 
above-mentioned  seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels 
manufactured,  shipped  out,  and  on  hand  at 
oil  mills  and  processing  establishments;  (C) 
crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or 
kind,  used  by  class  of  product  and  held  by 
manufacturers  of  vegetable  shortening,  mar¬ 
garine,  soap,  and  other  principal  products 
using  large  quantities  of  vegetable  oils;  (D) 
crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or 
kind,  held  in  warehouses  and  in  transit  to 
consuming  establishments; 

“(2)  the  quantities,  by  types  or  kinds,  of 
(A)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases  pro¬ 
duced;  (B)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases 
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shipped  and  held  by  producers;  (C)  animal 
fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine 
mammal  oils  used  by  class  of  product  and 
held  by  manufacturers  of  shortening,  mar¬ 
garine,  soap,  and  other  principal  products 
which  require  the  use  of  large  quantities 
of  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and 
marine  mammal  oils;  (D)  animal  fats  and 
oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal 
oils  held  in  warehouses,  cold  storage,  and 
in  transit  to  consuming  establishments. 

“(b)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  require  the  Director  to  collect,  more 
frequently  than  he  deems  necessary  to  pro¬ 
vide  reliable  statistical  reports,  information 
from  any  person  who  produces,  holds,  or 
consumes  fats  and  oils  in  inconsequential 
quantities. 

“Sec.  2.  Tire  inquiries,  and  the  number, 
form,  and  subdivisions  thereof  for  the  cen¬ 
suses  and  surveys  provided  for  in  this  act, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Director  of  the 
Census,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  Commerce. 

“Sec.  3.  All  information  furnished  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  census  by  any  individual  es¬ 
tablishment  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  considered  as  strictly  confidential 
and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  statistical  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  it  is  furnished,  and  shall  not 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose.

26,  1946-149  Stat.  1976). 

Th a/SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  present  consideration  of  the  bill? 

t.  FULTON.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving 
tjfe  right  to  object,  may  we  have  an  ex¬ 
planation  of  what  this  bill  does? 

Mr.  BARRETT.  Mr.  Speaker,  this  bill 
changes  the  distribution  of  fees  from  that 
part  of  the  public  domain  that  is  leased 
out  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for 
grazing  purposes.  I  may  say  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Pennsylvania  that  the  Ap¬ 
propriations  Committee  of  this  House  has 
objected  each  year  for  the  last  4  or  5 
years  because  of  the  fact  that  under  ex¬ 
isting  law  the  fees  paid  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States  are  insufficient  to 
offset  the  cost  of  administration.  This 
bill  attempts  to  correct  and  will  correct 
that  situation. 

Under  existing  law  and  under  the  fees 
in  force  prior  to  May  1  of  this  year 
$200,000  was  paid  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States  to  offset  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  several  times  that  amount. 
Under  this  bill  there  will  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  over  $800,000  which  will  offset 
appropriations  of  about  that  amount  of 
money.  That  is  the  sole  purpose  of  the 
bill. 

Mr.  FULTON.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  with¬ 
drawn  my  reservation  of  objection. 

Mr.  H.  CARL  ANDERSEN.  Mr.  Speak¬

This 
makes  it  mandatory  so  they  may  take  a 
census  of  soy  bean  and  other  oils  for  the 
benefit  of  the  industry  so  that  the  in¬ 
dustry  will  know  about  the  production 
of  these  various  oils. 

Mr.  RICH.  What  is  the  cost? 

Mr.  HESS.  Twenty-five  thousand 
dollars. 

Mr.  RICH.  That  is  a  lot  of  money. 

Is  there  objection 
to  the  present  consideration  of  the  bill? 

There  was  no  objection. 

Mr.  HESS.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  ask  unani¬ 
mous  consent  that  the  Senate  bill,  S. 
1497,  be  substituted  for  the  House  bill. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from  Ohio? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  Senate  bill,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  the  act  entitled 
“An  act  authorizing  the  Director  of  the 
Census  to  collect  and  publish  statistics  of 
cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products,  and  for 
other  purposes,”  approved  August  7,  1916 
(39  Stat.  436;  U.  S.  C.,  title  13,  secs.  81  to  84, 
inclusive),  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“That  (a)  the  Director  of  the  Census  is  au¬ 
thorized  and  directed  to  collect,  collate,  and 
publish  monthly  statistics  concerning — 

“(1)  the  quantities  of  (A)  cottonseed,  soy¬ 
beans,  peanuts,  flaxseed,  corn  germs,  copra, 
sesame  seed,  babassu  nuts  and  kernels,  and 
other  oilseeds,  nuts,  and  kernels  received, 
crushed,  and  on  hand  at  oil  mills;  (B)  crude 
and  refined  oils,  cakes,  and  meals,  and  other 
primary  products,  by  type  or  kind,  of  the 
above-mentioned  seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels 
manufactured,  shipped  out,  and  on  hand  at 
oil  mills  and  processing  establishments;  (C) 
crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or 
kind,  used  by  class  of  product  and  held  by 
manufacturers  of  vegetable  shortening,  mar¬ 
garine,  soap,  and  other  principal  products 
using  large  quantities  of  vegetable  oils;  (D) 
crude  and  refined  vegetables  oils,  by  type  or 
kind,  held  in  warehouses  and  in  transit  to 
consuming  establishments; 


“(2)  the  quantities,  by  types  or  kinds,  of 
(A)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases  pro¬ 
duced;  (B)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases 
shipped  and  held  by  producers;  (C)  animal 
fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine 
mammal  oils  used  by  class  of  product  and 
held  by  manufacturers  of  shortening,  marga¬ 
rine,  soap,  and  other  principal  products 
which  require  the  use  of  large  quantities 
of  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and 
marine  mammal  oils;  (D)  animal  fats  and 
oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal 
oils  held  in  warehouses,  cold  storage,  and  in 
transit  to  consuming  establishments. 

“(b)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  require  the  Director  to  collect, 
more  frequently  than  he  deems  necessary  to 
provide  reliable  statistical  reports,  informa¬ 
tion  from  any  person  who  produces,  holds,  or 
consumes  fats  and  oils  in  inconsequential 
quantities. 

“Sec.  2.  The  inquiries,  and  the  number, 
form,  and  subvisions  thereof  for  the  censuses 
and  surveys  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Director  of  the  Census, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Com¬ 
merce. 

“Sec.  3.  All  information  furnished  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  by  any  individual  es¬ 
tablishment  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  considered  as  strictly  confidential 
and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  statistical 
purposes  for  which  it  is  furnished,  and  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  Any 
employee  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  who, 
without  the  written  authority  of  the  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Census,  shall  publish  or  commu¬ 
nicate  any  information  given  into  his  o os- 
session  by  reason  of  his  employment  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000  or  im¬ 
prisoned  not  more  than  1  year,  or  both.. 

“Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  owner, 
official,  agent,  or  person  in  charge  of  any 
mill,  or  of  any  manufacturing  or  wholesale 
establishment  or  warehouse,  or  cold-storage 
establishment,  engaged  in  the  activities  set 
forth  in  subsection  (a)  of  section  1,  and 
when  requested  by  the  Director  of  the  Census 
or  by  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  acting  under  instructions  of  said 
Director,  to  answer  correctly,  to  the  best  of 
his  ability,  all  questions  of  the  census  sched¬ 
ules  submitted  to  him  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  Any  owner,  official,  agent,  or 
person  in  charge  of  any  mill,  or  of  any  man¬ 
ufacturing  or  wholesale  establishment  or 
warehouse,  or  cold-storage  establishment, 
engaged  in  the  activities  set  forth  in  sub¬ 
section  (a)  of  section  1,  and  who  shall  re¬ 
fuse  or  willfully  neglect  to  answer  any  ques¬ 
tions  of  the  census  schedules  submitted  to 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  shall 
willfully  answer  any  such  questions  falsely 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $1,000.  The  request  of  the  Director 
of  the  Census  may  be  made  by  registered 
mail,  by  telegraph,  by  visiting  representa¬ 
tive,  or  by  one  or  more  of  these,  and  if  made 
by  registered  mail  or  by  telegraph  the  return 
receipt  therefor  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  an  official  request. 

“Sec  5.  The  Director  of  the  Census  shall  not 
by  this  act  be  restricted  or  limited  from 
collecting  and  publishing  under  the  general 
authority  of  the  Bureau  such  statistics  on 
fats  and  oils  or  products  thereof  not  spe¬ 
cifically  herein  required  as  is  deemed  to  be 
in  the  public  interest. 

“Sec.  6.  Statistics  now  required  under  exist¬ 
ing  Federal  law  to  be  collected  by  any  other 
Federal  department  or  agency  in  a  manner 
comparable  both  as  to  form  and  period  of 
time  to  the  collection  of  statistics  provided 
for  herein  shall  not  be  collected  by  the  Di¬ 
rector  of  the  Census  under  the  authority 
of  this  act :  Provided,  That  immediately  upon 
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his  request,  the  Director  of  the  Census  shall 
have  access  to  any  such  statistics  and  shall 
include  them  in  the  publication  required 
herein.” 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  be  read  a  third 
time,  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed. 

A  similar  House  bill  (H.  R.  4109)  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  was  laid  on  the 
table.

Th^  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objecl/ion  to 
the  present  consideration  of  the  bill? 

Mr.VPULTON.  I  object,  Mr.  Speaker. 

Mr.  tJHORT.  Mr.  Speaker,  jvill  the 
gentleman  withhold  his  objection  for  a 
momentt?  I  would  like  to  have  the  au¬ 
thor  of  this  bill  explain  it.  As;T  under¬ 
stand  thebe  is  not  a  national  ceanetery  in 
every  Stale,  but  there  will  b£  nine  na¬ 
tional  ceipeteries  chosen  id  strategic 
spots  and  kcated  rather  equidistant  all 
over  the  United  States. 

Mr.  FULTjpN.  While  I  h,ave  every  re¬ 
spect  for  th\  opinion  of  the  gentleman 
from  Missoui*  and  his  able  views  on  the 
subject,  I  nevertheless  object  to  national 
cemeteries,  bu\  will  withhold  my  objec¬ 
tion  until  it  is  explained’^ 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  the  gentleman  go¬ 
ing  to  object  anyway? 

Mr.  CUNNINGHAM,  I  object,  Mr.

REDUCING  ARE/.  O*  GILA  FEDERAL 
RECLAMATION  PROJECT 

The  Clerk  called  theXbill  (H.  R.  1597) 
to  relocate  the  boundaries  and  reduce  the 
area  of  the  Gila  Federal  Reclamation 
project,  and  for  other  Airposes. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  thqre  objection  to 
the  present  consideration  if  the  bill? 

Mr.  RICH/  Mr.  Speake Preserving  the 
right  to  object,  I  would  lik\  to  have  the 
author  explain  what  it  is  going  to  cost 
the  FederaJ  Government  in\aking  over 
these  lancfg. 

Mr.  MURDOCK.  An  authorization  in 
the  bill  is  for  $380,000,  whichWill  more 
than  cover  the  three  items  o\  expense 
shown  tfi.the  Secretary’s  letteb  of  ap¬ 
proval.  $  Some  of  this  land  whicA  is  to  be 
taken  over  has  reverted  to  the  deiert,  but 
some  of  it  has  been  taken  over  biYuma 
County  for  taxes.  These  farm*  were 
prosperous  a  few  years  ago,  but  th«y  de¬ 
pended  upon  wells  for  water  whic®.  be¬ 
came  salty.  Then  there  are  two\dis- 
trigts  that  have  facilities  which  kave 
beeh  appraised  by  the  Bureau  of  Recla¬ 
mation  at  the  amounts  indicated,  so  t\ 
the  cost  of  these  will  be  borne  at  first  1 
the  Government  and,  of  course,  that 
be  repayable  when  the  land  is  irrigate 
and  furnished  for  settlers.  These 


^  tiers  will  be  veterans  as  they  have  pref¬ 
erence  by  law. 

Mr.  RICH.  If  the  gentleman  will  re¬ 
member,  when  I  was  on  the  Committee 
on \Appropriations  and  serving  on  the 
subcommittee  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  I  objected  then  strenuously  to 
takinAover  all  this  Gila  Valley  agricul¬ 
tural  center  down  in  your  State,  and  I 
did  not  want  you  to  take  it  over,  but  you 
tried  to  take  over  the  whole  State.  Now, 
you  comeback,  and  you  want  us  to  re¬ 
lease  it  anti  pay  $377,448.  I  certainly 
would  be  anything  but  consistent  to  per¬ 
mit  this  bill  tk  go  through.  I  could  not 
do  that.  I  objected  to  you  at  the  time 
you  took  it  overXbut  you  wanted  it  then. 
Now  you  have  gigt  it,  and  I  think  you 
ought  to  keep  it. 

Mr.  MURDOCK.X  I  hope  the  gentle¬ 
man  will  let  me  mYke  an  explanation. 
This  bill  provides  fork  much  better  proj¬ 
ect  than  the  original  project.  It  will  be 
much  smaller  in  size, \vill  cost  less  to 
complete,  a»d  will  reqrnre  less  water. 
I  hope  the  gentleman  wil\consider  these 
things. 

Mr.  RICH.  I  object,  Mr.Yjpeaker. 

Mr.  MURDOCK.  Mr.  Speaker,  I 
greatly  regret  that  the  gentleman  from 
Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Rich]  ha\objected 
to  my  bill,  H.  R.  1597,  pertaining  to  the 
Gila  reclamation  project.  I  fefel  sure 
when  the  gentleman  has  given  tms  fur¬ 
ther  study  that  he  will  remove  his  objec¬ 
tion  and  permit  it  to  pass  the  H^use 
under  unanimous  consent,  as  it  has%l- 
ready  passed  the  Sehate  under  unaa- 
mous  consent.  I  notice  that  the  Mem\ 
bers  who  have  given  closest  study  to  this 
bill  raised  no  objection.  I  recall  also 
that  after  extensive  hearings  the  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Irrigation  and  Reclar 
tion  of  the  House  Public  Lands  Commit¬ 
tee,  on  July  12,  reported  the  bill  ttf  the 
main  committee  without  a  dissenting 
vote.  I  would  like  to  remind  my  col¬ 
leagues,  and  especially  the  gentleman 
from  Pennsylvania,  that  the  Public 
Lands  Committee  of  the  House,  on  July 
14,  reported  this  bill  without  a  dissenting 
vote.  It  is  recognized  by  all  Of  this  com¬ 
mittee  that  it  is  a  meritorious  measure 
and  should  be  adopted  at  mis  session. 

The  gentleman  frorp  Pennsylvania 
[Mr.  Rich]  does  not  think  well  of  the 
original  Gila  project/  Apparently  he 
thought  we  were  including  too  much  land 
10  or  12  years  ago  and  that  some  of  it 
was  not  good  land  for  reclaiming.  Now 
10  years  ago  I  enthusiastically  supported 
the  original  Gila  reclamation  project 
which  was  mad^fto  include  150,000  acres 
in  Yuma  Count/,  Ariz.,  lying  near  the  city 
of  Yuma.  Most  of  the  project  as  orig¬ 
inally  planned  was  up  on  the  Yuma  Mesa, 
stretching  away  toward  the  mountains 
to  the  east  and  southeast.  True,  that 
mesa  lancfwas  sandy  and  considered  by 
some  no/ good  soil.  I  have  always  had 
faith  in  that  land  and  would  like  to  own 
some  oi  it  myself,  if  there  were  sufficient 
water/  supply,  but  I  recognize — and  we 
all  must  recognize — that  the  rich  alluvial 
bottom  lands  along  the  river  are  better 
lands  than  the  sandy  mesa  lands. 
Therefore,  this  bill  would  change  the 
boundaries  and  include  the  bottom  lands. 

In  1937,  when  the  Gila  project  was  au¬ 
thorized,  these  rich  bottom  lands  were 


being  farmed  and  were  highly  prodi 
tive  and  prosperous.  There  was  /no 
thought  then  of  including  them  within 
the  Gila  project,  and  their  owners  did 
not  ask  to  be  included,  because  they  had 
their  own  water  supply  from  wells  and 
their  own  irrigation  system,  developed 
through  private  enterprise.  They  had 
borrowed  money  and  organized  on  an 
extensive  scale.  They  built/ nice  farm 
homes  and  had  modern  sch/ol  buildings 
and  churches,  but  alas — a/thing  which 
they  could  not  foresee  happened. 

Their  wells  ceased  to  /ive  good  water 
and  furnished  only  such/salty  water  that 
humans  and  animals  could  not  drink  it 
and  plants  could  not/grow  in  it.  Vari¬ 
ous  irrigation  projects,  some  privately 
owned  and  some  developed  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  had  de/rived  these  farmers 
along  the  lower  Gila  of  their  good  water. 
This  caused  many  farms  to  revert  to  the 
desert,  and  many  of  these  farms  were 
sold  for  taxes/  The  soil  was  as  good  as 
ever,  needing&nly  water,  sweet  water  in¬ 
stead  of  ther  foul  water  which  the  wells 
now  produ/ed.  A  few  miles  to  the  west 
is  the  Colorado  River,  carrying  millions 
of  acre-f/et  of  water  right  past  Yuma  to 
the  Guff  of  California.  Their  salva¬ 
tion  d/pends  upon  getting  some  river 
watei/ 

Nqfw  the  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to 
change  the  boundary  lines  of  the  original 
Gijfe,  project,  eliminating  some  of  the 
pher  and  poorer  lands  on  the  mesa  and 
icluding  these  rich  farm  lands  now  dis¬ 
tressed  in  lieu  thereof.  This  bill  would 
eliminate  114,000  acres  of  mesa  land  and 
include  instead  75,000  acres  of  bottom 
land.  The  neighboring  State  of  Califor- 
lia  has  watched  this  problem  with  jeal¬ 
ous  eyes,  since  there  is  only  a  limited 
simply  of  water.  But  even  the  most  alert 
California  water  authority  agrees  that  it 
is  natter  to  give  up  114,000  acres  of  land 
on  the  mesa  and  include  instead  75,000 
acres\f  the  alluvial  bottom  lands  which 
have  abeady  been  farmed.  Only  short¬ 
age  of 'water  prevents  our  adding  the 
75,000  a%es  of  bottom  lands  without 
eliminating  any  on  the  mesa.  I  under¬ 
stand  thatwme  of  Arizona’s  neighbors 
are  offeringlopposition  to  this  bill  in  its 
present  form,  Therefore,  I  trust  that 
another  oppof^unity  may  present  itself 
for  the  passage^  the  bill  at  this  session. 

The  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  is 
interested  in  the\ost,  and  rightfully  so. 
This  bill  will  call  f©r  a  smaller  expendi¬ 
ture  to  complete  the.  project  than  would 
the  original  project  Require  for  comple¬ 
tion.  In  another  financial  sense,  this 
bill  would  mean  muc&  more  in  dollars 
and  cents  to  the  United'®tates  Treasury, 
besides  costing  less  for  tl^e  development 
by  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation.  Let  it 
not  be  forgotten  that  evety  dollar  the 
Government  spends  on  thisbas  on  other 
reclamation  projects,  is  reimbursible  and 
is  returned  eventually  to  theXTreasury. 
But  in  a  still  more  significant  sVise,  this 
Gila  project,  in  either  its  old  or  its  new 
form,  offers  opportunity,  in  fact  the  last 
chance,  to  utilize  waters  of  the  Colorado 
River  before  they  leave  our  borde^  to 
flow  to  Mexico  and  the  Gulf  of  California. 
It  is  conservative  to  say  that  one  actf- 
foot  of  water  placed  on  the  land  througl^ 
irrigation  any  place  in  the  Pacific  South- 
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t,  in  the  valleys  of  southern  Arizona, 
southern  California,  or  southern  New 
exico,  will  produce  annually  $20  in  cash 
crate.  For  every  million  acre-feet  of 
water  we  permit  to  go  unused  past  the 
city  of  Yuma  each  year,  we  are  throw¬ 
ing  awdy  $20,000,000  in  value,  which  is 
not  an  unimportant  item  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  heYe.  The  worst  way  to  save 
money  for  the  Government  that  I  know 
of  is  to  oppose‘$his  bill. 

Mr.  POULSCrSi.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  ask 
unanimous  cqnseAuto  extend  my  remarks 
at  this  point  in  the  record. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from  Cali¬ 
fornia? 

There  was  no  objectiori. 

Mr.  POULSON.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  desire 
to  address  a  question  to  th&gentleman 
from  Colorado  [Mr.  Rockwell]  who  is 
chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  of  the 
House  Public  Lands  Committee  which 
had  this  bill  in  charge.  I  wish  to  direct 
his  attention  to  the  following  language  in 
the  committee  report — Report  No.  910  bn 
H.  R.  1597,  page  3:  ^ 

These  provisions  are  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
fixing  the  maximum  acreage  of  the  project 
and  shall  not  be  construed  as  interpreting, 
affecting,  or  modifying  any  interstate  com¬ 
pact  or  contract  with  the  United  States  for 
the  use  of  Colorado  River  water  or  any  Fed¬ 
eral  or  State  statute  limiting  or  defining  the 
right  to  use  Colorado  River  water  of  or  in  any 
State. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  committee  that 
nothing  in  this  bill  is  to  be  construed  as 
affecting  the  rights  of  the  States  of  Arizona 
or  California  as  to  the  use  of  the  amount  of 
water  in  the  lower  Colorado  River  Basin,  that 
each  State  is  entitled  to  under  the  existing 
compact,  contracts,  or  law.  The  commit¬ 
tee  feels  the  dispute  between  these  two 
States  on  the  lower  Colorado  River  Basin 
should  be  determined  and  settled  by  agree¬ 
ment  between  the  two  States  or  by  court 
decision  because  the  dispute  between  these 
two  States  jeopardizes  and  will  delay  the 
possibility  of  prompt  development  of  any 
further  projects  for  diversion  of  water  from 
the  main  stream  of  the  Colorado  River  in 
the  lower  Colorado  River  Basin. 

Therefore,  the  committee  recommends 
that  immediate  settlement  of  this  dispute 
by  compact  or  arbitration  be  made,  or  that 
the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States 
promptly  institute  an  action  in  the  United^ 
States  Supreme  Court  against  the  States 
the  lower  basin,  and  any  other  necessq 
parties,  requiring  them  to  assert  and  J&ve 
determined  their  claims  and  rights  tar  the 
use  of  the  waters  of  the  Colorado  Riv/r  sys¬ 
tem  available  for  use  in  the  lower  /Colorado 
River  Basin.  / 

I  requested  the  committee  pd  make  this 
statement  of  policy  because)bf  the  pend¬ 
ency  of  the  central  Arizona  project  bills, 
H.  R.  1616  and  S.  1175.  In  view  of  the 
importance  of  the  language  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  report,  I  will  appreciate  it  if  the 
gentleman  from  Colorado  will  make  a 
statement  for  the  record  of  the  intent  of 
the  committee  with  respect  to  this  legis¬ 
lation.  jf 

Mr.  ROCKWELL.  The  report  which 
you  have  just  read  was  adopted  by  our 
Irrigation  and  Reclamation  Committee. 

It  seemed  to  our  committee  that  the 
Santa  Pe  compact  granted  beyond  rea¬ 
sonable  doubt  the  right  of  the  State  of 
Arizona  to  the  amount  of  water  specified 
in  the  present  bill.  The  State  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  apparently  agreed.  It  does  ap¬ 


pear,  however,  that  there  should  be  a 
further  determination  of  the  amount  of 
Colorado  River  water  available  not  only 
to  Arizona  but  to  California  before  our 
committee  acts  upon  future  reclamation 
project  in  either  State. 

Mr.  McDONOUGH.  Mr.  Speaker,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  that  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Colorado  [Mr.  Rockwell]  be 
permitted  to  extend  his  remarks  at  this 
point  in  the  Record. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from  Cali¬ 
fornia? 

There  was  no  objection. 

[Mr.  ROCKWELL  addressed  the 
House.  His  remarks  will  appear  hereafter 
in  the  Appendix.]

[Chapter  331 — 1st  Session] 

[S.  1497] 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Census  to 
collect  and  publish  statistics  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products,  and  for 
other  purposes”,  approved  August  7,  1916. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ',  That  the  Act  entitled 
“An  Act  authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Census  to  collect  and  publish 
statistics  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products,  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses”,  approved  August  7,  1916  (39  Stat.  436;  U.  S.  C.,  title  13,  secs.  81 
to  84,  inclusive),  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“That  (a)  the  Director  of  the  Census  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
collect,  collate,  and  publish  monthly  statistics  concerning — 

“(1)  the  quantities  of  (A)  cottonseed,  soybeans,  peanuts,  flax¬ 
seed,  corn  germs,  copra,  sesame  seech  babassu  nuts  and  kernels,  and 
other  oilseeds,  nuts,  and  kernels  received,  crushed,  and  on  hand 
at  oil  mills ;  (B)  crude  and  refined  oils,  cakes,  and  meals,  and  other 
primary  products,  by  type  or  kind,  of  the  above-mentioned  seeds, 
nuts,  and  kernels  manufactured,  shipped  out,  and  on  hand  at  oil 
mills  and  processing  establishments ;  (C)  crude  and  refined  vege¬ 
table  oils,  by  type  or  kind,  used  by  class  of  product  and  held  by 
manufacturers  of  vegetable  shortening,  margarine,  soap,  and  other 
principal  products  using  large  quantities  of  vegetable  oils;  (D) 
crude  and  refined  vegetable  oils,  by  type  or  kind,  held  in  ware¬ 
houses  and  in  transit  to  consuming  establishments; 

“(2)  the  quantities,  by  types  or  kinds,  of  (A)  animal  fats  and 
oils  and  greases  produced;  (B)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases 
shipped  and  held  by  producers;  (C)  animal  fats  and  oils  and 
greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal  oils  used  by  class  of  product 
and  held  by  manufacturers  of  shortening,  margarine,  soap,  and 
other  principal  products  which  require  the  use  of  large  quantities 
of  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal  oils ; 
(D)  animal  fats  and  oils  and  greases,  fish  and  marine  mammal  oils 
held  in  warehouses,  cold  storage,  and  in  transit  to  consuming 
establishments. 

“(b)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  require  the  Direc¬ 
tor  to  collect,  more  frequently  than  he  deems  necessary  to  provide 
reliable  statistical  reports,  information  from  any  person  who  produces, 
holds,  or  consumes  fats  and  oils  in  inconsequential  quantities. 

“Sec.  2.  The  inquiries,  and  the  number,  form,  and  subdivisions 
thereof  for  the  censuses  and  surveys  provided  for  in  this  Act,  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Director  of  the  Census,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce. 

“Sec.  3.  All  information  furnished  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  by 
any  individual  establishment  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
be  considered  as  strictly  confidential  and  shall  be  used  only  for  the 
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statistical  purposes  for  which  it  is  furnished,  and  shall  not  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose.  Any  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  who, 
without  the  written  authority  of  the  Director  of  the  Census,  shall 
publish  or  communicate  any  information  given  into  his  possession  by 
reason  of  his  employment  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
not  more  than  $1,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

“Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  owner,  official,  agent,  or  person 
in  charge  of  any  mill,  or  of  any  manufacturing  or  wholesale  establish¬ 
ment  or  warehouse,  or  cold-storage  establishment,  engaged  in  the 
activities  set  forth  in  subsection  (a)  of  section  1,  and  when  requested 
by  the  Director  of  the  Census  or  by  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  acting  under  instructions  of  said  Director,  to  answer  correctly, 
to  the  best  of  his  ability,  all  questions  of  the  census  schedules  submitted 
to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Any  owner,  official,  agent, 
or  person  in  charge  of  any  mill,  or  of  any  manufacturing  or  wholesale 
establishment  or  warehouse,  or  cold-storage  establishment,  engaged  in 
the  activities  set  forth  in  subsection  (a)  of  section  1,  and  who  shall 
refuse  or  willfully  neglect  to  answer  any  questions  of  the  census  sched¬ 
ules  submitted  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  shall  willfully 
answer  any  such  questions  falsely  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000.  The 
request  of  the  Director  of  the  Census  may  be  made  by  registered  mail, 
by  telegraph,  by  visiting  representative,  or  by  one  or  more  of  these, 
and  if  made  by  registered  mail  or  by  telegraph  the  return  receipt  there¬ 
for  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  official  request. 

“Sec.  5.  The  Director  of  the  Census  shall  not  by  this  Act  be  restricted 
or  limited  from  collecting  and  publishing  under  the  general  authority 
of  the  Bureau  such  statistics  on  fats  and  oils  or  products  thereof  not 
specifically  herein  required  as  is  deemed  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

“Sec.  6.  Statistics  now  required  under  existing  Federal  law  to  be 
collected  by  any  other  Federal  department  or  agency  in  a  manner 
comparable  both  as  to  form  and  period  of  time  to  the  collection  of 
statistics  provided  for  herein  shall  not  be  collected  by  the  Director  of 
the  Census  under  the  authority  of  this  Act :  Provided ,  That  immedi¬ 
ately  upon  his  request,  the  Director  of  the  Census  shall  have  access  to 
any  such  statistics  and  shall  include  them  in  the  publication  required 
herein.”
